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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicants amendments to the claims raise new issues that would require further search and/or consideration. 
Such new issue being wherein IP laver functionality is relied upon to establish a context in which compression is performed. While 
Applicant states no new issues as having been raised by the amendment. However, it is clear this is new issue as there has been no 
claim language previously that required the context of the compression to depend on IP layer functionality. Rather, the previously 
presented claims include the routing header having context identification information only identifying information in the IP header. These 
are not the same and thus new issues have been presented.

However, in addition 
to Examiner's previoud replies to arguments, Takagi teaches this limitation as Takagi teaches datalink frames being different than IP 
fragments in that they do not have any IP header except for the first one, thus subsequent datalink frames being compressed (at least 
col.
